Mother, wife, civil rights heroine 

As a nation, we celebrate heroes 
and we celebrate death. Our common 
heroes today are athletes and movie 
stars. Then we have those who work 
behind the scene and sacrifice so 
much of themselves for family and 
the future of others. 

Even though he was her grand- 
child, Betty Shabazz knew that she 
was getting a troubled child. Not yet 
a teen, this young Malcolm seemed 
to be like the grandfather he never 
knew. Both wild and radical, they 
seemed to live too close to the edge. 

Yet Betty Shabazz loved both of 
them dearly. 

How ironic that one Malcolm com- 
pleted her life and another apparently 
ended it. But Betty was a fighter, and 
that is what she should be hailed as.

SINGER ARTHUR PRYSOCK, 
Grammy nominee, 74 

HAMILTON, Bermuda — Arthur 
Prysock, a two-time Grammy nomi- 
nee known for his deep and sultry 
voice, has died in Bermuda. He was 
74.

Prysock, who toured internation- 
ally for nearly 40 years, stopped in 
Bermuda almost yearly in the 1960s 
and 1970s before retiring to the Brit- 
ish colony a few years ago. 

He died over the weekend at King 
Edward Hospital, just outside of 
Hamilton, the capital, after suffering 
a prolonged illness. The cause of 
death was not released. 

Prysock got an early start in his 
hometown of Spartanburg, S.C., join- 
ing the popular Buddy Johnson Band 
at age 15. 

During his six years wit the 
group, from 1944 to 1950, Prysock 
produced 16 hit songs. By the time 
he broke out on his own in 1952, he 
was known nationally for his mas- 
tery of rhythm and blues, jazz and 
country music. 

His long singing career culmi- 
nated in 1987, when he received a 
Grammy nomination for best jazz per- 
formance by a duo or group for "Teach 
Me Tonight" with singer Betty Joplin. 
The following year, he was nominated 
for best jazz vocal performance for 
"This Guy's in Love With You." 

A prolific song writer, Prysock 
was best known for the album "In a 
Mood."
